press my deepest conviction that we can place no 
secure reliance upon any apparent progress, if it 
bo not sustained, by national integrity; resting 
upon the groat truths affirmed and illustrated by 
divi'io revelation.- In the midst of our sorrow 
for the afflicted arid suffering, it lias been conso- 
ling to BHO how promptly disaster made true 
neighbors of districts and cities separated widely 
from each other, and cheering to watch the 
strength of thnt common bond of brotherhood 
which unites all baarts of this Union, when dan- 
ger threatens from abroad, or calamities impend 
over us at borne. 


Our Diplomatic relations with foreign pow- 


ers, have undergone, uo essential change since 
tlie adjournment of the last congress. 
With some 


of them, questions of a disturbing character are 
mill pending, but there are "good' reasons to"ba 
lieve that these may be amicably adjusted. 
For 


i-ome years past Great Britain has BO construed 
the firat'article of the Convention, of tho 20th of 
April, 1818, in regard to the Fisheries of. the 
north-eastern coasts, as to exclude our citizens 
from'Home of the fishing grounds to which they 
freely-resorted for nearly a <|u:ii-ter of a century 
subsequent to the date'of thnt treaty. The Uni- 
ted States have riot acquiesced in tliis construc- 
tion, but always claimed for their fishermen, all 
thi) rights which they had so long enjoyed without 
moleslatiou. With a view to remove all difficul- 
ties on the subject; to extend the rights of our 
fishermen beyond the limits fixed by the,conven- 
tion of I8J8, and to regulate trade between the 
United States aud the British North American 
Provinces, a negotiation has been opened, with a 
fiiir prospect of a favorable result. Toiprotect our 
fishermen in the enjoyment of their rights, and to 
prevent collisions between them and British fish- 
ermen, I deemed it expedient to station a naval 
force iu that quarter during the fishing season. 
Embarassing questions had also arisen between 
the two governments in regard to Central Ameri- 
aa. Great Britain has proposed to settle them bv an 
amicable arrangement, and our minister to Lon- 
don is entrusted to enter into negotiations on tha't 
subject.

A commission for adjusting the claims of our 


citizens against Great Britain and those of Brit- 
ish subjects against the United States, organized 
under tho Convention of the 8th of February, is 
now sitting in London for the transaction of 
business. It is in many respects desirable that 
the Boundary Line between the ITiiited States 
and the Britfuh Provinces in the North-West, as 
designated in the Convention of the ISth.Janua- 
ry, 1846, especially that part which separates the 
territory of Washington frdm the British Posses- 
sions on the North, should be surveyed and mark- 
ed, and therefore, I present the subject to your

former Commissioner, pursuant to the trei ty of 
Gaudaloupe Hidalgo, made a (serious roistfkoin 
determining the initial point on the Rio Gnmde, 
but inasmuch as his decision was clearly a depar- 
ture from the directions for tracing the bourdary, 
contained in that treaty, and was not concur!ed in 
by the surveyor appointed on the part of tlj3 U. 
States, whose concurrence was necessary t< give 
validity to that decision, this government s not 
concluded thereby, but that of Mexico takes a 
diHt-renl view of the subject. There are als oth- 
er questions of considerable magnitude pending 
between the Republics. Our minister in Mexico,

The United States have gradually continued tc 


expand, by acquisitions of territory, which how 
much soever some of them may be questioned 
are now universally seen and admitted to have 
been wise in policy, just in character sad i 
great advancement of otir country and with it, o 
the human race, iu freedom, in prosperity and in 
happiness. The thirteen" States have grown to be 
thirty-one, with relations reaching to Europe on 
the one side and on the other to the distant. re- 
gions of Asia. I am deeply sensible of the; im- 
mense responsibility which"tbe present maguitudi 
pt the republic, tlie divers ty and multiplicity o: 
its interests devolves upon me, and tbe allevia- 
tion of which, so far as relates to the immediate 
conductor Ihe public business is first in my re- 
liance on the wisdom and the patriotism of the 
two,Houses of Congress, and secondly, in. the 
directions afforded rue by the principles of pub- 
lie policy affirmed by our fathers of the epoch of 
1797, sanctioned by long experience, and conse- 
crated anew by tlie overwhelming voice of the 
people of the Um'led Slates, llitcu rri ttg to these 
principles, which constitute the organized biisisol 
union, we perceive that, vast as are the functions 
and duties nf the Federal Government, vested or 
intrusted to its three great departments, Legisla- 
tive, Executive and Judicial, yet the substantial 
power, the popular source of "the large capacities 
for social and material developement, exists 
in the respective States withal. Being in them- 
selves well constituted republics, as they prece- 
ded, so they atone are capable of maintaining and 
perpetuating the Union. The Federal OoVern- 
nierit has its appropriate line of action in the spe- 
:ific and limited powers conferred upon it by the 
Constitution, chiefly as to those things in which 
the States have a common interest, in their rela- 
tions to one another *nd to foreign governments, 
while the great mass of interests which it be- 
hooves us to cultivate in the ordinary business of 
life, the springs of industry and all the diversified 
persona! and domestic affairs of society, rest up- 
on the general reserved powers of the people 61 
the several States. This is the effective democra- 
cy of tbe nation, and lliii the vital essence of its 
being and its greatness 
Of tho practical conse- 


quences which flow from the nature of Ibe fede- 
ral government, the primary fact is. tho duty of 
administering it with integrity, and .fulfilling the 
high trust reposed iu us by the Constitution, es- 
pecially in the appropriation of the public funds, 
as drawn by taxation from the people and devo- 
ted to specific objects by Congress. Happily, I 
have 110 occasion to suggest any radical chunge in 
the financial policy of the government. Ours is 
almost, if not absolutely, the solitary power of 
Christendom, having the surplus ruveiiuedrawing 
imports and commerce therefore measured bv the

bus resulted. All complaints on the part of our 
citizens tinder the present arrangement, must bo, 
m the first place, presented to this government 
and then referred to Spain. Spain, again, refers 
it to her local authorities in Cuba for investiga- 
tion, and poal,j>ones an answer until sho has heard 
those authorities. To avoid these irritating and 
vexatious delays, a proposition has been made to 
provide for a direct appeal for redress to the 
Captain Oeneriil, by our Consul, in behalf of our 
injured fellow citizens. Hitherto the government 
ofSpain hae declined to enter into any such ar- 
rangement. This course, on her part; is deeply 
regretted, for without some arrangement of this 
kind, the good understanding between the'two 
countries may be cxfioaed to occasional interrup- 
tions. Our .Minister at, Madrid is instructed to 
renew the proposition, and to press it again upon 
Her Catholic Majesty'a Government 
For several 


years Spain has been calling the attention of this 
government to a claim for losses by some of her 
subjects in the case of the schooner Armtstad.— 
This claim is believed to rest upon the obligations 
imposed'by our existing treaty with thnt country. 
Its justice wa« admitted in our diplomatic corres- 
pondence with the Spanish government as early 
as Hatch, 1847, and one of my predecessor* in bis 
Annual Message that year, recommended that 
provision should be made for its payment ID 
January list it was again submitted to Congress

minister to that coontry is instructed to obtain a 
relaxation of that policy, and to use his effor.8 to 
induce the Brazilian Government to open to< om- 
meree, under proper safeguards, this great na! ural 
highway for international trade. 


Several of the Soul h American States are d jep- 


ly interested in this attempt to secure tbe free 
navigation of the Amazon, and it is rensonab e to 
expect their co-operation in the measure, og tile 
advantages of free commercial intercourse an ong 
nations are better understood, and the com non 
rights', of all 'to the free use of this roeaiis w lich 
nature lias provided for international comnim ica- 
tion. To these more liberal and enlightened v ews 
it is. hoped that Brazil will conform in her pt licy 
and remove nil unnecessary restrictions upon tbe 
free use of a river which traverses as many St itea 
and so large, a portion of the Continent.

In our domestic relations; tbe controversies 


which have agitated the country heretofore, .ire 
paaring away, with tbe cames which pnxhx ed 
them, and the passions which they have awaki n- 


earth and seas, as to violate uoconstitutional doc- 
trine and yet vigorously promote the general wel- 
fare. 
Neither as to the sources of the public 


treasury, nor as to the manner of keeping or man- 
aging it, does any grave controversy now prevail, 
there being a general acquiescence in the wisdom 
of the pn sent system.

the surplus revenue to the discharge of the pub- 
lic debt, HO far as it could judiciously be done; 
and secondly, to devise measures tor the general 
reduction of the revenue to the standard of the 
public exigencies 
Of these objects, the first has 


been in the course of acconiDlishment, in a man- 
ner and to- a degree highly satisfactory.

amount of public debt, of all classes, was, on the 
4th of March, 1853, $69,190:037,'payments on' 
account of which have been made, since that pe- 
riod, to tho amount of $12,703,329, leaving un- 
paid, and in the continuous course of legislation, 
the sum of $56,486,708. 'IJhese payments, al- 
though made at the market price of the respective, 
classes of stocks, have oeen effected readily, and! 
to the general advantage of the' treasury, and have' 
at the same time proved of signal utility in the 
relief they have incidentally afforded to the mon- 
ey market, and the industrial and commercial 
pursuits of the country.

I respectfully submit that 
the Army, which under the present state rutigt al- 
ways be regarded with the highest inteiest, as 
P nucleus around which tbe Volunteer'lorceof the 
nation gather in the hour of danger, requires aue- 
uientalion and modification to adapt it to the 
present extended limits and frontier relations of 
the country, and the condition of the Indian tribes 
in the interior of the Continent, the necessity of 
which will appear in the communications of the 
Secrefary of War and of the Interior.

airt casts, for reasons and on grounds winch wilt 
><s fully developed in thu reports to be laid before 
Congress, representing the proprietors of the 
Perriloriid Domain and-charged especially with 
lower to dispose of territory lielotigiiiLT to the 
United States, it has for a long course of years, 
beginniuir with the administration.of Mr. Jeffer-
